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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The Applicant's amendment filed on 2/14/2007 was entered. Dependent claims 3, 9, 16, 
23, 30, 37 and claims 40-54 were cancelled. Independent claims 1, 7, 13, 19, 26, and 33 were 
amended with limitations of canceled claims 3, 9, 16, 23, 30 and 37, respectively. 

2. In response to the "Drawings" section on page 19 in the Applicant remarks, all drawings 
are accepted and approved by the Examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-2, 4-8, 10-14, 16-22, 24-29, 31-36 and 38-39 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to clearly teaches the limitations of the canceled claims 3, 9, 
16, 23, 30, 37 and claims 40-54, which are now incorporated into their independent claims 1, 7, 
13, 19, 26 and 33, respectively.
